1. EXECUTIVE SECRETARY J.B.P. MARAMIS PROVIDED PRC DELEGATION 
WITH THREE ALTERNATIVE DATES WHEN VISIT TO PEKING WOULD BE 
CONVENIENT: (A) MID-MAY (B) LAST WEEK JULY (C) FIRST WEEK 
OCTOBER. 

2. MARAMIS CONSIDERS LAST WEEK IN JULY HAS BEST CHANCE OF 
ACCEPTANCE BECAUSE HE BELIEVES PRC WOULD PREFER HIS PEKING VISIT 
TAKE PLACE BEFORE MOSCOW VISIT WHICH IS NOW BEING PLANNED FOR 
AUGUST. 

3. MARAMIS REPEATEDLY ASKED PRC DELEGATION AT COLOMBO WHEN PRC 
PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE TO ECAFE WOULD OPEN OFFICE IN 
BANGKOK AND WAS TOLD "NOT YET" OR "NOT RIGHT AWAY". MARAMIS 
EXPECTS TO OBTAIN A MORE DEFINITIVE RESPONSE TO THIS QUESTION 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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WHEN HE VISITS PEKING BUT HE WOULD NOT BE SURPRISED IF THE 
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DECISION WERE POSTPONED FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 

4. COMMENT: USDEL AT COLOMBO PLENARY OBTAINED SAME RESPONSES 
FROM PRC DELEGATION AS MARAMIS REGARDING OPENING DATE OF PRC 
OFFICE IN BANGKOK.
